■unconventional methods might be 
used. 

i Study of the budget shows that 
fuel prices will rise by 19 per cent 
above the price index, and National 
Insurance payments too win rise by 
20 per cent more than the index. 
City taxes will be up by 20 per cent 
in real terms. 

Another economic marathon 
starts at 8.30 a.m. today when the 
economic cabinet gets down to dis- 
cussing the structure of the 1980 
budget. All that Sunday's long, 
.tense cabinet meeting was to ap-. 
prove the IL405b. framework that 
Finance Minister Ylgael Burvltz 
has insisted cm from the outset. 

Today's meeting is expected to 
see yet a further round in the battle 
'between Hurvltx and Housing 
-Minister David Levy. 


Health Minister Shostak, 

Labour and Social Affairs Minister 
Ylsrael Katz, and Deputy Premier 
Yigal Yadin, fighting to increase 
allocations for slum rehabilitation, 
will join other ministers who want a 
bigger slice of the budget than has 
been allotted them. Other ministers 
who are not members of the 
economic cabinet have been invited 
to appear at this* morning's 
meeting, to present any reser- 
vations they may have on their 
ministries' allocations. 

Meanwhile, yesterday's meeting 
of the Knesset Finance Committee 
approved a special concession for 
El A2 and the country's shipping 
companies: they will pay only 4 per 
cent employer's tax, instead of the 7 
per cent levied on other service 
companies. 

The productive sector will not 
pay employer's tax in the coming 
financial year. 


Hurvitz: Security demands healthy economy

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
said yesterday he had rejoined the 
Likud government, despite his 
doubts about the peace with Egypt, 
because "all the arguments 
between Gush Emunlm and Peace 
Now are theoretical anyway.” 

Briefing the National Religious 
Party Knesset faction on bis draft 
budget, Hurvitz explained this by 
saying: "All the tanks and planes of 
the IDF will avail ub nothing If our 
economic plight makes our internal 
solidarity crumble, and people 
demonstrate on the streets.” 
Hurvitz said: “I want you to know 
that the National Religious Party is 
my trustiest ally in this coalition." 


The economy would have one 
more tough year, he predicted. 
After that It would return to an even 
keel. 

The director-general of the 
Finance Ministry, Ya'acov Ne'eman, 
dismissed calls for higher taxes 
by saying: "Taxation boosts infla- 
tion. The more we demand, beyond 
the present tax brackets, the laaa 
we shall get in revenue.” 

Ne'eman said that the cuts in sub- 
sidies in staple commodities were 
accompanied by greater efforts to 
compensate the disadvantaged 
than any former government bad 
made. 

He predicted that by the end of 
this year, collection of taxes and 
National Insurance dues would be 


centralized. “By then we shall have 
neutralized the moves to thwart 
that objective, being made by the 
Labour Minister, Israel Katz, and 
■ the National Insurance," Ne'eman 
'said. 

(Both Hurvitz's Likud, and the 
NRF with which Ne'eman sym- 
pathises, want to force Katz out of 
the cabinet and reduce the 
representation of his Democratic 
Movement In the coalition.) 

Hurvitz got a letter yesterday 
from Ronnie Milo, chairman of the 
Knesset Absorption Committee, 
and a rising star in Herat, urging 
him to get senior officials to change 
their luxury cars and chauffeurs to 
frugal self-driven Ford Escorts and 
Rom Carmels„lf he is serious about 
saving public funds. 


Sakharov wants trial, castigates Kremlin

X-ray men 
strike again

TEL AVIV. — The X-ray 
Technicians Union yesterday 
declared a partial strike. Starting 
today the technicians wQl work only 
according to Saturday and holiday 
schedules although they will handle 
emergency ca ses. 

During the last three months the 
technicians have refused to work 
overtime. Because of the shortage 
of technicians, this has already 
caused long delays for patients 
needing X-rays. 

Naim R&raati, chairman of the 
* 00 - member union, yesterday told 
The Jerusalem Post that the deci- 
sion to call the strike was taken by a 
show of hands at a meeting where 
some 500 persons voted for the 
strike, only "10 or 15" voted against 
it. 

He claimed that over the past two 
years the value of the technicians’ 
pay cheques had eroded con- 
siderably. The pay could only be 
brought up to the level of two years 
ago by an SO per cent wage In- 
crease. he said. 

The technicians declared a strike 
for the same reason four months 
ago. But a month later they were 
served with hack -to- work orders. 
These orders expired a week ago. 

He admitted that the technicians 
would return to work again if new 
bach-to-work orders -were served. 
But "this will not solve the 
problem." he maintained. “Under 
such orders we do not have to do 
overtime."

Gromyko in Syria to get 
Moslems to back invasion 


DAMASCUS. — Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko met 
yesterday with Syrian President 
Hafez Assad, in an apparent bid to 
blunt the Moslem world's criticism 
of the Soviet military intervention 
in Afghanistan. 

Gromyko, who dubbed America 
“the worst enemy of Islam and 
Third World nations" In a toast on 
Sunday, did not speak to r ep o rter s 
as he entered the presidential 
palace. Gromyko was scheduled to 
meet later with Yasser Arafat, 
head of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

Arab sources here said Assad 
requested the Gromyko visit 
because he became concerned 
earlier this month when Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin told a 
group of British parliamentarians 
. that Syria was planning a military 
action against ItraeL 

But Western diplomats here see 
the Gromyko visit as being con- 


nected with the January IS 
assassinations of two Soviet 
colonels in front of their homes in 
the central Syrian city of Hama. 
Another Soviet engineer was 
wounded in a 'shooting attack In 
Aleppo. 

The Soviets have had about 2,000 
military advisers and about 1,000 
civilian advisers in Syria for the 
past few years. 

Gromyko pledged support to 
Arab states in their efforts to 
secure the return of Israel-held 
Arab territory. He said that the 
Kremlin would boost its links with' 
Syria. 

President Assad returned to 
Damascus on Sunday after talks in 
Riyadh with King Khaled of 8&udi 
Arabia, leader of the anti-Moscow 
Arab states. Informed sources here 
said the president wanted the 
Sandls to tone down their staunchly 
anti-Soviet line, which has created 
a rift among Middle East countries.

Sadat lauds Israel, 
blasts Arab critics

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
yesterday blasted his Arab critics, 
praised Israel, then lashed out at 
the Soviets, whom he accused of 
trying to dominate the Middle Blast 
to monopolize Its oil. 

In a hard-hitting parliamentary 
speech which lasted two hours and 
40 minutes, Sadat focussed his 
wrath, on the Saudi Arabian ruling 
family, which he charged with 
promoting Moscow's intrigue 
against his rapprochement with the 
U.S. and Israel. 

Sadat's tough address was seen 
as having two main purposes. The 
first: to show that he vfas firmly In 
power and could face internal as 
well as external challenges. Minori- 
ty opposition groups In Egypt have 
been speaking out against his newly 
established relations with the U.S. 
and Israel. 

The second purpose was to under- 


cut the 'Saudi decision to keep 
Egypt out of the pan-Islamlc con- 
ference which was convened in 
Islamabad, Pakistan, on Sunday to 
debate tbe Soviet Invasion of 
Afghanistan. 

Sadat told the parliament yester- 
day that he bad ordered tbe expul- 
sion of all remaining Soviet civilian 
experts working -in Egypt, lh 
protest against that invasion. He 
had also ordered the reduction of 
Soviet embassy staff by more than 
80 per cent — to only seven persons. 

Comparing the Afghanistan case 
to the invasion of Hungary in 1956 
and Czechoslovakia in 1968, Sadat 
warned of further Soviet advances 
In the Middle 'East, adding that 
Saudi Arabia waa • unwittingly 
aiding Moscow. 

Sadat also .cemmended Israel, 
saying: ‘TTbe Israelis are difficult 
people to negotiate with and they 
axe complicated negotiator*.

Kennedy: Israel is 
‘a strategic asset’

NEW YORK. — Democratic 
presidential contender Edward 
Kennedy told a Jewish audience 
here yesterday that Israel was a 
"strategic asset" to the U.S. 

In his strongest yet campaign af- 
firmation of Israel's value to the 
U.S., Kennedy said, "Israel is a 
proven and indispensable strategic 
asset In its military and Intelligence 
contributions to America and the 
Western world." 

His statement was warmly 
received by members of tbe 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
Jewish Organizations at a meeting 
covered by a crush of reporters. 

Speaking In Washington earlier 
yesterday Kennedy called the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
a "Soviet surrogate" and called for 
strengthening Middle East coun- 
tries against "subversion" by the 
terrorist organization. 

He characterized Israel as 
America's "most stable and depen- 
dable ally In the Middle East." 

In an address at Georgetown 
University (see Page 4) in which be 
flayed aspects of President 
Carter's foreign* policy, particular- 
ly in the Middle East, he said 
nations in the area "must be 
strengthened against subversion 
from the PLO and other Soviet sur- 
rogates." But he warned, "We must 
not over-react to the present crisis 
In ways that undermine the securi- 
ty of Israel." 

Discussing the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan and the situation In 
Iran. Kennedy said, "We must not 
barter the freedom and future of 
Israel for a barrel of oil or in a 
foolish effort to align the Moslem 
world with the U.S., whatever the 
cost. Indeed, Egypt and Israel 
together already constitute a 
bulwark against Soviet expansion 
and the cornerstone of the wider 
alliance we must seek." 


Council of Europe 
not hearing PLO 

STRASBUKG (JTA). — The Coun- 
cil of Europe, a parliamentary ad- 
visory body on which 24 member 
states are represented, yesterday 
refused to extend an Invitation to 
the PLO to address It- 

The Council decided to have the 
matter examined by the political 
commission, a discreet way- to 
shelve it for the time being. 

A Swedish representative. 
Socialist Deputy Carl Lldbom, had 
tabled a resolution calling on the 
council to “hear all sides in the Mid- 
dle East conflict, including tbe 
representatives of the Palestinian 
people." The decision to have the 
matter discussed In commission 
was adopted by a relatively small 
majority. 


Another proposal would urge in- 
creased aid to Pakistan, which 
borders on Afghanistan. The draft 
resolution did not differentiate 
between military and economic aid, 
tbe sources said. 

Earlier, SaudT Arabia was 
reported to have proposed that tbe 
Islamic world use the oil weapon to 
compel the Soviet Union to 
withdraw its forcer from 
Afghanistan. 

, But sources close to the con- 
ference said that the proposal waa 
unlikely to be adopted.. 

-The oil 'ban, 'the sources added, 
was part of a Saudi plan for a total 
economic and political boycott of 
Afghanistan, and of any country 
that backed the Soviet Intervention 
there. • 

Iran accused the U.S. yesterday 
of paving the way for the Soviet in- 
tervention, saying that U.S. policies 
In the region had given the Kremlin 
a golden o p p ort u nity. (Reuter. UPI) 


WASHINGTON. — President Jim-’ 
my Carter, responding to growing 
Soviet military power, and Its 
Challenge in Southwest Asia, told 
Congress yesterday that a thousand 
billion dollars would be needed for 
defence over the next five years. 

The president gave this estimate 
in Ms- budget for 1981, which called 
for an immediate major defence in- 
crease "but . almost no growth in 
spending for domestic 
programmes.

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Technical team in Cairo 
to prepare embassy

An Israeli technical team flew to 
Cairo yesterday to prepare the 
apartment rented, in the Gezlra dis- 
trict to serve as Israel's embassy. 
The team Included communications 
men- and security staff but not 
diplomats.' Charge d’affaires Yosef 
Hadasa and first secretary ZviGab- 
b&i, along with two secretaries, 
were also to have taken up 
residence in Cairo yesterday. They 
postponed their departure until 
next week, at the request of the 
Egyptian authorities. 

The date now tentatively set for 
Hadasa' and Gabb&i's departure — 
and the arrival of an Egyptian ad- 
vance party In Tel Aviv to find em- 
bassy premises — Is February 4. 

Officials in Jerusalem pointedly 
played down any exasperation they 
may well have felt at. the last* 
minute request from Cairo — it 
arrived by telex at the Foreign 
Ministry near midnight on Sunday 
— that the two diplomats postpone 
their mission. The overall at- 
mosphere in Jerusalem -Cairo 
relations, especially after Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat’s speech 
yesterday, is warm and Israeli of- 
ficials therefore were careful not to 
say anything to sour it. 

The postponement — like the 
mix-up at the border crossing-point 


on Sunday — was seen here as the 
result of administrative difficulties 
'rather than the reflection of any 
deeper political problems. In con- 
tacts between Cairo and Jerusalem 
yesterday, both sides reaffirmed 
that the date set for presentation of 
credentials by tbe two am 
bassadors remains u n c h a n ged — 
February 28. 

Israel is hoping that before then, 
on February 15, talks will start on 
trade, cultural and aviation 
agreements. "October" magazine 
reported at .the weekend that Sadat 
had ordered the talks to be ad- 
vanced to that date as an expres- 
sion of good will. Under the treaty 
provisions, these talks need only 
start an July 26. 

Israel is also hoping that some 
form of direct air -transport can 
begin soon — even before a formal 
civil aviation accord is worked out

EGYPT’S AUTONOMY PLAN

tbe five-year transitional period. 

A genuine transfer of policymak- 
ing powers, the Egyptian envoy 
continued, implied the creation of a 
legislature and not merely an ex- 
ecutive. He argued that the 
parenthetical phrase (ad- 
ministrative council) advisedly 
added by Premier Men ahem Begin 
at Camp David to tbe words “self- 
governing authority” could be 
'squared — if read In a broad 
perspective — with the notion of a 
; legislature. He argued, too, that 
this envisaged legislature should 
Itself be recognized as the “self- 
generating source of authority” for 
the autonomy. But he indicated that 
If 'the . Israeli negotiators were 
prepared to see the agreement 
between the parties (Israel, Egypt, 
the U.S. and hopefully others) as 
the “source of authority," Egypt 
would go along with that approach. 

(The Israel government's posi- 
tion is that the legal “source of 
authority" for the autonomy must 
continue to reside In the military 
government which will be 
“withdrawn" but not “abolished" 
as an extant legal entity.) 

Atadul-Latif denied that the Egyp- 
tian scheme fell little abort of a full- 
fledged state. He said Israelis 
seemed to. have “an obsession" 
about a Palestinian state. At the 
end of the transition period, the 
autonomous entity would have to 
choose whether to enter into some 
form of link with Israel or Jordan, 
or whether to go it alone to full in- 
dependence; In . the latter case, it 
weald than take over tbe conduct of 
its defence and foreign affairs and 
would acquire a flag of its own. 
-.(The envoy was hesitant as to 
.whether the autonomy would have 
a flag of its own during the transi- 
tion period.) 

Egyptian sources speak with 
barely concealed disparagement 
about the Israeli “model," which 
set out in the m i n u t est detail the 
breakdown of the autonomous coun- 
cil into 11 divisions. Abdul-Lattf 
noted that the Egyptian scheme 
does not presume to dictate these 
minutiae to the Palestinians. When 
the autonomy comes into being, he 
said, It will decide for itself how to 
order and organize its functions. 

‘ He conceded that the chasm 
between the Israeli and Egyptian 
approaches was wide and deep. 
Still, the exercise performed by the 
working groups had been helpful In 
“articulating and clarifying" the 
issues of dispute. "We have a 
political difference,” he said. 
"Perhaps It must be resolved at a 
higher level. Perhaps, though, the 
U.S. can work out ways to bridge 
tbe gaps." 

He dismissed as “nonsense" the 
notion prevalent In Israeli govern- 
ment circles that differences ex- 
isted between President Anwar 
Sadat and the Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry. If Minister Butros Ghali 
were not enunciating Sadat's 


policy, he would either resign or be 
dismissed, tbe envoy noted. 

Similarly, he implied, if the 
Egyptian autonomy blueprint had 
not had the president’s approval it 
would not have been presented. 

The Egyptian blueprint was 
similarly — and advisedly — im- 
precise, be said, regarding the 
question of security: here, too, 
detailed negotiations were called 
for to determine who would control 
security. 

Thus the Egyptian blueprint does 
not follow the pattern of the Israeli 
“model," which divided the powers 
and responsibilities into three 
■categories : those to be vested in the 
autonomous council, those to be 
shared with Israel, and those 
(“residual”) powers to be retained 
by Israel (defence and foreign 
policy, state lands, Jewish 
settlements, natural resources, in- 
ternal security, printing of money, 
radio and TV. international com- 
munications, etc.) The Egyptian 
blueprint does not specify any 
“residual" powers. 

Nor. sald Abdul-Lattf, does It 
specify "sKarecT powers," although 
the ambassador said Egypt “takes 
it for granted that there will be 
areas of coordination.” Such 
matters as water resources (which 
In the Israeli model Is designated a 
“shared" responsibility) would 
have to be negotiated. 

The autonomy would “not be a 
hostile entity, but a good 
neighbour," Abdul-Lattf averred* 
“It will be up to the. autonomy and 
Israel to settle- problems*" 

The Egyptian blueprint- en-J 
visages an elected Palestinian 
legislature, which would nominate 
an executive council from among 
its members and appoint a 
judiciary. Israel opposes tbe idea of 
a legislature which, it believes, is 
the attribute of a state, not a 
limited, non-sovereign alef- 
goverament. 

But Abdul-Lattf argued that the 
basic concept of Camp David was. 
in the words of the “framework," 
the “withdrawal" of the military 
government and Its civilian ad- 
ministration and its "replacement" 
by the "self-governing authority 
(administrative council)." Israel, 
.he asserted, in its "model" was 
proposing that the Palestinians ex- 
ercise merely “civil service func- 
tions" — which to a large degree 
they already did today under the 
military government There was no 
transfer, under the Israeli scheme, 
of policy-making powers which 
ought to be the essence of the 
"withdrawal" and "replacement" 
envisaged ln Camp David. 

Camp David, after all, Intended 
to outline a transitional arrange- 
ment “aiming at the development 
of the Palestinian people and their 
institutions,” said Abdul-Lattf, 
"towards a solution of tbe Palesti- 
nian problem in all its aspects and 
tbe realization of their legitimate 
rights..."

Ministry tells Hebrew University Secondary School: 

Project for disadvantaged pupils must end

A unique and by most accounts 
highly successful educational ex- 
periment is about to come to an end 
in Jerusalem. 

The Hebrew University Secon- 
dary School was yesterday in- 
formed by Education Ministry 
Director-General Ellezer Mwmwh 
that its "Katznelson Project" will 
be stopped this summer because it 
is too expensive and "un- 
successful." - 

The project, now in its seventh 
year, involves taking in graduates 
of the Katznelson primary school in 
Jerusalem's underprivileged 
Mekor Baruch district for the 
seventy eight and ninth grades and 
providing them with “Intellectual 
enrichment." The best graduates 
continue through the high school 
and complete matriculation. . 

The “Katznelson pupils" are 
taught in separate, parallel classes 
alongside the junior high school's 
regular, high-level entrants, in line 


with the theories of Hebrew Univer- 
sity Emeritus Professor Carl 
Frankenstein, who believed that In- 
tegrating would fall to raise the 
level of underprivileged pupils and 

would contribute to lowering the 
general level of the school system. 

His theories and the Hebrew 
University Mgh school’s practice, 
have frequently been criticized by 
: lntegrationist educators during the 
ipast decade. 

The ministry has ordered the 
school to end the project because it 
costs the state an extra IL7m. and 
because it is unsuccessful both In 
terms of integration and In terms of 
r academic accomplishment. 1 ’ The 
extra costs stem from the higher* 
th&n-average Input of teachers, 
psychologists and social wor ker s . 

The school claims that the project 
in the long term saves money 
because it has an almost perfect 
record on truancy and because it 
produces “well-adjusted people" 
who win be productive citizens!; " 

Naomi Fisher, an educator in the 


experiment, told The Jerusalem 
Post that for the past seven years, 
some 13-25 per cent of the 
Katznelson pupils have moved from 
the , University junior high school 
Into the high school’s tenth grade. 
“Of these, no more than one or two 
' a year dropped out Almost all com- 
pleted the bapruf (matriculation),” 
she said. 

Last year, some 00 per cent of the 
Katznelson pupils went . on to the 
high school after an additional 10th 
grade class, composed wholly of the 
Katznelson pupils, was added. 

Fisher explained that the rest of 
the pupils were sent to other 
academic or agricultural and 
vocational schools in Jerusalem 
and elsewhere. The school itself 
placed the pupils. 

Yesterday morning ShmuelL a 
proponent of social integration In 
the schools, rejected an. appeal by 
Dr. Melr Shapira, the sGfiool head- 
master, to allow the project to con- 
tinue.

High school teachers weigh

TEL AVIV. — The high school 
teachers late last night considered 
calling an all-out strike in their 
wage dispute with the government 
It would affect at least 200,000 
students in 800 high schools, accor- 
ding to Shlomo AH on, a spokesman 
for the High School Teachers 
Association. 

The proposal to strike and 
suggestions to introduce harsh 
sanctions were discussed until past 
press time at a meeting the 
association's council held at . the 
Herzliya High School here. 

The legal barriers to a strike by 
the High School Teachers Associa- 
tion were removed by the District 
Labour Court in Jerusalem on Sun- 
day. The court had ruled there was 


no -proof the high school teachers 
signed ' a labour agreement 
Therefore they were not violating 
any agreement by striking. But the 
12,000 association members would 
have to strike without their 
primary colleagues, because their 
union is bound by a wage agree- 
ment and the Labour Court banned 
any job action on their part until 
February 15. 

The Labour Court , will resume 
hearings today. 

Civil Service Commissioner 
EH tan Jacobson won the teachers’ 
agreement to establish a fact- 
finding committee. It will include 
representatives of the Education 
Ministry, the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and the two unions. But 
spokesmen played down tbe 
significance of this committee.; 


Electric workers start job action

Librarians rally for more state aid

Sheruy after 3.M a.m. on April 23. 
th^r slipped through the coastal 
defences to a rubber dinghy and 
landed at Nahartya. Their mission,

Tael, took 
shelter In a utility room to the 
apartment, where the child waa ap- 
parently smothered to death In her 
mother's arms. 

The terrorists, with the hostages 
to tow, tried to escape as they bad 
come, by sea, but were over- 
powered by a military force. A se- 
cond terrorist was killed and 
another wounded to the shootout. 
Harm and his daughter were found 
dead: he. shot in the neck and 
chest; she, with her head smashed 
to by a blunt Instrument. Kuntar 
and Abaraa denied responsibility 
for the two deaths: "We wanted 
them alive, as hostages. Why 
should we kill them? It was Israeli 
tire that killed them." 

But the pathologist’s report, read 
to court by Judge Slutsky, deter- 
mined that Heron was killed by 
7.72mm. bullets used with the 
Kalachnlkov rifles tbat the 
terrorists carried. The Israeli force 
was armed with U-lSi which fire 
6.56mm. bullets. A laboratory 
check of Kuntar's rifle revealed 
traces of brain tissue on the butt, 
and the pathologist concluded that 
his was the weapon used to beat 
Stout to death. 

Murmurs of approval greeted the 
sentence. But Semadar Haran was 
angry end resentful that sentences 
of death were not passed.

AT CITY HALL the lights have 


been burning late these past weeks, 
as department heads, deputy 
mayors and other top officials work 
on a budget that in large part 
depends on government funds 
which may not be coming. 

About one quarter of Jeruaalcm'e 
estimated ILf.7Sb. budget for the 
coming year to to pay for the ac- 
tivities of five departments: educa- 
tion. culture, health, youth and 
■ports, and welfare and social ser- 
vices. 

An estimated half of the city's 
budget wlil go for salaries, and at 
this point no one knows how much 
of it can be paid to workers in the 
■octal services. 

But one thing !• clear in 
Jerusalem. Cltiieiu who live 
beneath the poverty line will fall 
further down the social ladder, and 
those just above lt will slip below, 
when social services are cut. 

THE SOCIAL SERVICES offered 


by the city range from hot lunch 
services in 12 at the city’s schools, 
to a programme that employs some 
60 elderly citizens who supplement 
their income by producing han- 
dicrafts. 

The hot lunch programme to 
already threatened, and while etty 
officials vow that it won't be 
eliminated altogether, they are 
afraid that the peychological 
damage cauaed by taking poor 
children out of clasect to feed them, 
while their "rich friends” watch, 
will be far more expensive to the 
long run, than the IL.750,000 the 
Education Ministry will save by 
cutting support for the IL2.5m. 
programme. 

If funds aren’t available for the 60 
pensioners, city officials have no 
doubt that the elderly citizens who 
have been earning pocket money 
from the handicrafts to supplement 
their National Insurance pension* 
will end up as welfare cazes. This 


wQ] cost a lot more than the few 
score thousand pounds now spent 
on the programme. 

Like all local authorities, 
Jerusalem has been ordered by the 
Treasury to cut 6 per cent from its 
laid get, in real terms, and reduce 
lto personnel by 6 per cent. But 
compounding the anxiety about the 
budget to the bitterness officials 
fed because, they say, their efforts 
to cut down on waste during the last 
two years have been unrewarded. 

"Instead of a carrot and stick ap- 
proach, the Treasury to using only 
the stick,” said one official. 

JERUSALEM HAS FROZEN near- 
ly 1,000 of the 7,000 jobs officially 
listed in the municipality. It hasn't 
filled clerking positions to the city 
for months, and lt has at times been

The Income tax authorities did 
manage to Increase collections 
between April and December last 
year -* but the rate of Increase 
among salaried workers was 11 
times that far the self-employed. 

The figures on tax collection were 
published yesterday by the State 
Revenue Administration, to real 
terms, 2.1 per cent more U taxes 
came from the self-employed, and 
taxes from salaried workers In- 
creased by 26.8 per cent. 

The gap In rates of collection in- 
creased further to December: is 
nominal terms, collection from the 
self-employed increased by 122 per 
cent compared to December 1971. 
Collection from salaried workers 
went up by 187.2 per cent. 

Inflation for the year was 111.4 
per cent. 

The way payments are made ac- 
counts for the discrimination 
between the two groups of tax- 
payers. The self-employed pay part 
of their tax for previous years, 
while salaried employees pay aa 
they earn. 

In addition, during the fiscal 
year, salaried workers have receiv- 
ed retroactive payments. This puts 
more salaried workers' Into the 
higher tax brackets, where many of 
the self-employed bavs been 
before. 

The total Income tax revenue for 


April-December 19,79 waa XL76.4b„ 
compared to IL36.Sb. the previous 
year. This la a 107.6 per cent 
nominal increase, and a 32.5 per 
cent rise to real terms.

.newspaper "Le Monde." But he

to Pakistan and rejected as 
."unacceptable" Washington's

■ aid to fend off any Soviet moves 
toward bran once the hostages are 
released, the paper sold. 

Bani-Sadr wan a massive 75. T per 
cent of the vote in Iran’s first 
presidential election held last Fri- 
day, according to official final 
results published by the Interior 
Ministry yesterday. 

The major surprise In the final 
figures, carried by the official Pars 
news agency, was the ranch lower 
turnout than had been predicted. 
Only about 84 per cent voted. 

The figures showed Bani-Sadr, 
finance minister and a member of 
the ruling Revolutionary Council, 
received X0.7Q0.330 votes out of a 
total poll of 24,146,623. Twenty-two 
million were eligible to vote. 

1 Bani-Sadr ‘s main rival. Admiral 

■ Seyed Ahmad Madanl, received 2,-

Moslem students holding 49 
Americans hostage at the U.S. em- 
bassy here. 

In a radio and television inter- 
view on Sunday night he said the 
students, who have become 
national heroes after seising the 
embassy 12 weeks ago. were free to 
express their views but the govern 
ment was there to govern. 

The problem of the U.S. hostages 
could be "easily resolved," he had 
told "Le Monde." "The American 
government must first of all Issue a 
declaration acknowledging the 
crimes it committed in Iran 
through the imperial regime, as 
well as our right to begin 
proceedings against the shah and 
his followers," Bani-Sadr told "Le 
Monde. 

Bani-Sadr also told “Le Monde" 
that he would soon allow American 
journalists to return to Iron. 

“Of course many of the Jour- 
nalists wrote abominable or Idiotic 
things about us, but others did their 
job honestly." he said. He blamed 
the journalists* expulsion on "cer 
tain people who hoped to trick the 
elections so as to bar my access to 
the presidency." 

At the U.S. Embassy, the 
students rejected Bonl-Sadr's state- 
ment that they formed a potential 
rival government and said that not 
all decisions should go through 
government channels. 

A student spokesman told 
Reuters that they approved of Bani- 
Sadr as the popular choice for 
president, but insisted on their right 
to disagree with Ms views. 

Bani-Sadr said he had not yet 
decided whether to form a govern- 
ment or wait until the political com- 
position of parliament was clear. 

The Revolutionary Council Sun- 
day night approved regulations for 
the elections to the Majlis 
(parliament), which Oil Minister 
All Akbar Moinfar, the acting Coun- 
cil spokesman, said would probably 
be held late next month.

Tennis ball grenades and 
pot bombs in Afghan war 


BONN (UPI). — Moslem rebels in 
Afghanistan fight the Soviets with 
tennis bail grenades and pressure 
cooker bombs, the GI newspaper 
"Stars and Stripes" reported 
yesterday. 

In Interviews with two unnamed 
'Afghan refugees recently arrived In 
Frankfurt, the newspaper outlined 
the tactics of the estimated 80,000 
Moslem rebels currently fighting 
against the Communist regime In 
Kabul. 

One man. Identified only as an 
* Afghan medic, told how a chief mul- 
lah preached in Kabul's largest 
mosque four days after President 
Babrak Karma! seized power in the 
Soviet-backed coup last month. 

He said the mullah stood before a 
congregation of holy men and 
Moslem believers with an axe in his 
hand and told them the Russians 


must be killed. “I think this is what 
encouraged the Russians to invade 
Afghanistan when they did," the 
Afghan said. 

Another man told how groups of 
rebels fighting with clubs and 
knives immobilized Soviet tanks. 

"We jump, a Soviet tank, smear 
the openings with mud so they cant 
see," he said. “My Job was to tell 
the men Inside to surrender or be 
killed." 

The same man also said the 
rebels used sealed household 
pressure cookers as bombs to at- 
tack the Soviets. The rebels also 
had developed a method of Injec- 
ting tennis balls with an airline fuel 
mixture and covering them with 
petrol, he said. The balls are then 
used as grenades, producing an In- 
tense fire covering a large area, he 
said. 


Albania pledges help to defend Yugoslavia 


BELGRADE (UPI). — Albania has 
declared It will support Yugoslavia 
should the Soviet Union attack its 
Balkan neighbour. 

The two countries have been 
enemies for years. Albanian dic- 
tator Enver Hoxha has long been 


hostile to Tito's regime. Albania 
remains obstinately Stalinist and 
broke with the Soviet Union in 1961 
and with China In 1978 on grounds 
that they deviated from the 
Stalinist line.

U.S. shopping for Indian Ocean bases 


MOGADISHU, Somalia. — U.S. 
military technicians have closely 
examined air and naval facilities In 
Kenya. Somalia and Oman which 
might be used as a speedy counter 
to any Soviet threat in the strategic 
Horn of Africa region. Western 
diplomatic sources said yesterday. 

They sold the technicians’ study 
was seen os port of Washington’s 
new foreign policy In the aftermath 
of the Soviet Intervention in 
Afghanistan late last month. 

The facilities which came under 
scrutiny were at Kenya’s main port 
of Mombasa, the Somali port of 
Berbera and Oman’s Maslra 
Island.

One source said the DA' was 
planning to have small 
maintenance staffs at bases which 
could quickly be reinforced toy sea 
and air. 

The Berbera base, which was 
built by the Soviet Union in the ear- 
ly 1970s. is on the Gulf of Aden, at 
the entrance to the Red Sea. 


Berbera is Somalia's only large 
northern port. 

The base has a 4. (Him. runway, a 
dockyard and a housing complex. 
The sources said the Russians 
stripped the base bare when 
Somalia expelled Soviet civilian 
and military advisers In 1977, but 
did no structural damage to it. 

Somali President Mohammed 
Slad Bar re did not get the support 
he expected from the West follow- 
ing the Soviet expulsion. 

After the Soviet Intervention in 
Afghanistan. Somali officials have 
In private expressed the fear that 
their Impoverished state Is ex- 
tremely vulnerable. 


Kennedy attacks Carter: 
Weak on Soviets, inflation 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — 
Senator Edward Kennedy yester- 
day accused President Jimmy 
Carter of being weak with the 
Soviet Union and called for sweep- 
ing price controls to halt Inflation, 
as be fought to revitalize his cam- 
paign for the presidency. 

Kennedy, who once held a two-to- 
one lead over Carter foe the 2980 
Democratic Party nomination, but 
who has sunk well below Carter, 
said. In wb&t was billed as a major 
campaign speech, "X have only just 
begun to fight." 

Kennedy accused Carter of ex- 
aggerating the threat posed by 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan 
and said Moscow might have been 
encouraged by Carter’s weakness 
In the past. 

He also said Carter's policies 
might have led to the taking of 
American hostages in Iran. 

He urged the administration to 
call for a UN Investigation into the 


Iranian revolutionary 
government’s complaints against 
the deposed shah as a means of 
resolving the hostage crisis. 

Calling Outer's fight against In- 
flation a failure, Kennedy said in 
Ms speech at Geor g etown Universi- 
ty, "There is only one recourse. The 
president should Impose an Im- 
mediate six-month freeze on in- 
flation." 


He explained that this would In- 
clude mandatory controls, for Os 
long as necessary, on prides and 
wages, profits, dividends. Interest 
rates and rents. 


8aylnf that Americans must 
openly discuss foreign crises today 
Just as they did when the Nazis 
were sweeping across Europe, 
Kennedy agreed that the Soviet In- 
vasion of Afghanistan was brutal 
aggression. "But is this really the 
gravest threat to peace since World 
War n?" he asked. 


British steel strike escalates 


LONDON (Reuter). — The British 
steel strike escalated yesterday 
with large areas of Wales paralysed 
by protest stoppages, and trade un- 
ions battling to overturn a con- 
troversial court order. 

Coal mines and docks were at a 
standstill and rail and bus services 
halted as Welsh trade unions staged 
a "day of action" to hack the 180.000 
striking workers employed bjr the 
state-owned British Steel Corpora- 
tion (BSC). 


The 24-hour protest strike was 
particularly effective in South 
Wales, where thousands of jobs will 
be threatened if the month-old steel 
dispute drags on. An estimated 100,- 
000 workers took part In the protest. 

Defying an Appeal Court ruling, 
many workers In private steel 
firms joined the BSC strikers. 
Union lawyers prepared to take the 
case to the House of Lords — 
Britain'! highest court — to try to 
get the ruling rejected. 


General quits 
in Japanese 
spy scandal 


TOKYO (UPI). - A high-ranking 
Japanese army commander resign- 
ed yesterday after taking respon- 
sibility for the nation's most serious 
spy Incident since World War XI, 
government sources said. 

Defence Agency Director Gen. 
Elji Kubota accepted Gen. Shiogeto 
Nagano's resignation following the 
arrest of retired Gen. Yuklhlaa 
Mlyanaga and two acting officers of 
the nation's defence fords on 
January 18, they sold. 

Meanwhile, parties in the Diet 
(parliament) opposing Prime 
Minister Masayoshi Ohira's ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party have 
been demanding that Kubota step 
down. 

Investigators have so tar deter- 
mined that most of the classified 
military secrets Mlyanaga pissed 
to the KremUa were on atflltaiy In* 
slaQatlons of the Chinese army 
along the Slno-Sovlet border, the 
sources said. 

Mlyanaga also leaked secrets 
that Washington passed to Tokyo 
under the U.S.-Japan Security 
Treaty, they said.

World weighs participation 
in Moscow Olympics boycott 
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LONDON. — The world's nations 
and sport bodies have slowly begun 
to formulate their official stands on 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter’s c«B 
for a boycott of the Moscow Olym- 
pics to protest the Soviet Invasion of 
Afghanistan. But most still appear 
reluctant to commit themselves. 

British track and field athletes 
will be given the full backing of 
their official body, whether they 
udsh to compete is the Moscow 
Olympics or stay away, David 
Shaw, secretory of the British 
Amateur Athletics Board, an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Shaw said In a statement; “The 
council of the BAAB regrets the 
dilemma that athletes are faced 
with in regard to the Olympic 
games but, at present, supports the 
view that athlete* shall be free to 
participate-" 

Strong, but unofficial, govern- 
ment pressure Is being put on the 
British Olympic Association to 
boycott the Moscow games. 

The Belgian Olympic Committee 
yesterday announced that it will 
■end a team to the Moscow Olym- 


pics. Raoul Mollet. chairman of the 
Belgian Olympic Committee, sold 
the committee board unanimously 
decided at a weekend meeting not 
to boycott the Olympics. The board 
sold It regretted that the games 
were being used as a meabs of 
political pressure, forbidden by the 
Olympio Charter. 

Indian Prime Minister India 
Gandld sold In a Pari* radio iotas 
view yesterday that India will 
probably take pari in the Moscow 
Olympic games.

TEL AVIV. — My idea of a season- 
ed driver is a chap who can get a 
good performance out of a small 
car without blowing its engine 
skyhigh. 

The range of Citroen’s Visa was 
designed to please the thrift- 
minded easy-going crowds, and by 
my lights the car is a winner — its 
price tag excluded. 

Don’t let yourself be fooled by the 
head-on or three-quarter profile 
glossy pictures of the car. It isn’t as 
powerful-looking as all that. But it 
still Is a neat design, definitely 
divorced from its ugly-duckling 
deux chevaux ancestor (a 
remarkable car, that one). 

We were introduced to the "Club** 
model, a four-seater pulled along 
by a two-cylinder (opposed) air- 
cooled engine, displacing 692 cubic 
centimetres. Its a light sl&oy motor, 
fiat, churning out 88 HP at 9,800 
rpm. The compression ratio is 9:l. 
Double carburator and integrated 
'electronic ignition to start the 
whole caboodle on its way. 

Fuel consumption Is a claimed 17- 
1S kins to the litre at 90 kmh, 
steady. Less, if the car is driven 
otherwise, of course. 

The steering is rack and pinion. 
Brakes are discs up front, drum 
brakes at the rear, all operated by a 
dual circuit hydraulic system. 
Independent four-wheel suspension 
for a comfortable but not oversoft 
or spongy (a common Citroen fault) 
ride. 

The electronic ignition — and I 
must admit at the outset .that I did 
not Inspect its Innards nor would I 
have been able to make heads or 
tails of them, had I done so — la 
claimed to be a genuine third- 
generation gimmick. The tran- 
sistorized modules regulate the 
coil’s charge time and ensure a 
high primary current to the plugs, 
regardless of engine speed. 

Another look at the car's body. 
The dipping bonnet makes for good 
visibility. Neat original seat fabrics 
— well upholstered. I hope the

polka dot design doesn't smudge too 
easily. Deep ridges should make for 
good ventilation in our climate. 

The seats are a hit short in the 
thigh, but that is a common draw- 
back, and in this particular case a 
fat upholstery bulge provides a bit 
of extra support. With my 1.80 
metres height this allowed me to 
drive thi car for two hours without 
tiring or feeling muscle strain. 

The Instrument panel is pleasing- 
ly simple. The one-spoke steering- 
wheel is the classic ten-four steer- 
ing wheel grip, Le„ left hand at the 
ten o'clock place on the rim. Right 
hand at four o’clock. 

A satellite switch is just within 
Anger reach at the ten o'clock posi- 
tion. This includes light dips and 
flashers, traffic indicators (not 
automatic, they have to be re tuxned 
to neutral position manually) , two- 
speed windshield wiper and window 
pane washer, demister etc. 

There is a centrally mounted fuel 
gauge. All the rest are warning 
lights, arranged in a straight line. A 


bit confusing at first. 

There’s a trip odometer for those 
who want to know Just how far 
they've gone, and a quartz clock for 
the insatiable who may also want to 
know for bow long. 

Driving the car is a challenge, but 
never a strain. 

The gear shifts are smooth — a 
clutch with just the right amount of 
resilience. Ditto the accelerator 
pedal, which Isn't too mushy, like in 
some cars I won’t mention and 
there is a tendency to get cramps in 
the lower leg muscles as a result of 
balancing the foot on Its heel. Not so 
in the Citroen. 

Acceleration is reasonably fast. I 
don't check up on figures of this 
sort. The feeling of being able to 
keep up with the mainstream of 
traffic, in accelerating, usually 
rests very much with the driver. It 
was fast, if one considers the car’s 
engine, and it certainly turned out 
to be one of the quietest air-cooled 
twins I have ever ridden in. 

It was . of course, a bit noisier 
than a regular water-cooled four-in- 


line engine, but with the windows 
up, as Is necessary on these wintry 
mornings, the noise was subdued. 

Ventilation was good, although a 
bit on the noisy side again. Heating, 
excellent. Denaistera — wipe- 
washers — - all within functional 
reach. 

I chose the Jerusalem road for 
my test drive. As I said, I take little 
interest in acceleration In this type 
of car. The book says the car can 
cover 400 metres (from standstill) 
in just over 21 seconds and get up to 
100 kmh .within 26.2. 

No Lamborghini, this, but a stout- 
hearted little Frenchle, that, climb- 
ed the hills to Jerusalem with a will 
— doing 9Q kmh without any 
noticeable strain and capable (I 
tested it) of doing more than its 
advertised 124 kmh top speed. 

In fact, we were at times bowling 
along with the best of them, and 
climbed the road from Sha'ar 
Hagai to Jerusalem, overtaking 
many more expensive cars at 80 
kmh, in third gear, with two of us in 
the car. 

. Steering is admirable. Going 
downhill with little engine power is 
a good way of getting the feel of a 
car. This one met all my demands, 
cornering nicely, its front- wheel- 
drive freewheeling, or almost so, 
downhill at all reasonable speeds. 
The aerodynamic design of the 
body also seems to have a 
beneficial effect on side winds, 
which can be burdensome in driv- 
ing lightweight cars of this type. 

The price tag is, as mentioned, 
excessive. But this is true of all cars 
in showrooms here, including local 
assembly jobs. Otherwise, if you 
don't have to use those two back- 
seats too frequently, this Is the kind 
of car which seems commendably 
suited to our requirements all- 
round. 

If you add to this low upkeep and 
a lifespan (for the engine) of 
anything up to 250.000km. before 
overhauls — provided the body 
doesn't fall apart before then — this 
certainly seems to be the kind of 
car worth considering. 

The price tag Is IL386.60S, all- 
inclusive. 


Crying the road safety blues 

ZE’EV SCHUL muses on the Israeli driver and the true 
reasons for the recent drop in accidents. He loves the 
railways for taking drivers off the roads and looks to im- 
proved bus service to result in more of the same. 


TEL AVIV. — The other day one of 
' the big-shots of our road safety 
: campaigns during a radio broad- 
cast ventured the opinion that driv- 
ing in Israel was about two or three 
. times more risky than in England. 

In spite of a recent substantial 
reduction in our accident rates, our 
Number One International Record, 
the number of smash-ups per capita 
and per car, remains securely in 
our sweaty little hands clutching 
. the steering’ wheel. This 'feiconFls 
unlikely to be t&Ueh away from' Us 
for some time. 

The experts have it that the drop 
in accidents, welcome as it is. Is not 
due to any Improved road manners 
on our part. It is — so they say — all 
caused by the soaring petrol prices. 

Fewer people venture out for a 
.spin. Their odometers have become 

- taximeters. Bumming a ride in a 

- friend’s car the-other day (he went 
’out of his way to drop me at my 
•porch), I could see his eyes turning 
frosty as the kilometres added up. 

I would, for Instance, think twice 
before driving to Haifa. At ten 
: kilometers to the litre (on the 

* highway) and the current price of 

• 94 octane petrol, I'd rather settle 
down In a reserved seat of an Israel 
Railways coach. 

These coaches are very comfor- 
table by our standards and I can in- 
dulge In some soft drinks, read a 
couple of magazines and still come 
out ahead money-wise, even coun- 
ting that taxi I had to take from 
Hadar in Haifa to catch file early 
afternoon train back home. There I 
had my old faithful car awaiting me 
in the convenient parking lot in 
front of the North Tel Aviv ter- 
minal. There are trains on the hour, 
until the early evening. 

The trouble seems to be that the 


passenger service to show a profit.

ILl5 per 
subsidized ride it would ptill be 
cheaper than subsidizing the 
hospital beds required for victims 
injured in accidents caused by 
private cars. 

Tens of thousands of mained, 
hundreds of thousands of lost work 
days, which could be avoided by the 
increased use of the railways, could* 
very well turn the railroad into the 
biggest money-saver this country 
ever had. 

The same applies to urban bus 
transport. Some years ago the 
authorities in Rome tried offering 
free bus rides for all. But this did 
not entice drivers to stay off the 
roads. The same approach may not 
work here, either. But aircon-

1979 road deaths 
down from ’78 

During the last four months of 
1979. 159 people were killed and 1,- 
085 seriously Injured In road ac- 
cidents. 

These statistics were released 
recently in a Jerusalem press con- 
ference by the head of the National 
Police Headquarters’ traffic 
department, Nltzav-Mlshne Sbrauel 
Bugler, in a summary of a road 
safety campaign from September 
to December. 

There was a reduction in the 
number of road deaths by 80 per 
cent, and an 18 per cent decline in 
the number of injuries from tbe 
period September-December 1978. 

About 90,000 traffic tickets — 
besides Illegal parking tickets — 
were issued during the period. 
About 18, 5«njr the tfeketr-werr 
given to pedestrians, 14,000 for 
drivers failing to stop at a stop sign, 
and 8.000 for falling to obey traffic 
lights. 

The campaign will be renewed in 
April, Bugler said. (Itim)

Service stations planning to polish 
their (Kolbotek) tarnished image

TEL AVIV. — The service station 
onwners are planning a campaign 
to Improve their image before the 
public. This comes in the wake of a 
Kolbotek TV report showing exact- 
ly how some dishonest station 
attendants cheat customers at the 
pumps. 

Israel Strlcks. the secretary of 
the Association of Agents and Ser- 
vice Station Owners, told The 
Jerusalem Post that the campaign 
will also try to persuade customers 
to be more patient, not to serve 
themselves, and to watch that the 
pump meter goes back to zero 
before the attendant starts filling 
their tank. 

Strlcks said that station owners 


still haven't solved the problem of 
having to handle large sums of 
money, due to the recent rises in 
petrol prices. Last week association 
officials met with high-ranking 
police officers, who promised their 
help, but left the brunt of finding a 
solution with the association. 

A proposal to print coupons valid 
at stations was ruled out by the 
Ministry of Finance, which ap- 
parently doesn't want any competi- 
tion in the field of printing money. 

This brings the station owners 
hack to the problem of accepting 
personal cheques. During recent 
months the number of bad cheques 
has Increased considerably. 

Strides thinks that, unless a solu- 
tion is found, many stations will 
simply close early in the evening.

How higher petrol prices 
affect the world’s motorists 

hi Kuwait a gallon of petrol costs 21 cents, while 
Italian and French drivers pay about $3.25. 

LONDON (UPI). — A motorist in 
Kuwait can tank up his air- 
conditioned Cadillac at 21 cents a 
gallon, but the latest oil hikes have 
sent the price of premium petrol to 
more than 88 in some European 
countries. 

A survey by United Press Inter- 
national shows few significant 
changes In national driving habits 
or drop In sales, however. In 
France, where the national oil bill 
is up 100 per cent over a year ago, 
petrol now costs $3.20 a gallon and 
motorists are feeling th? bite. 

"A few more oil price increases 
and we will be out of business." said 
a spokesman for companies run- 
ning the toll-charging super 
highways. 

But Britain, gripped by 17 per 
cent Inflation, reports brisk sales, 
with a gallon of petrol at $2.65. 

Italy's pump price is up 10 per 
cent, to $3.27 a gallon. But while 
there were long lines outside 
stations the night before the latest 
increase, economists say Italians 
will keep buying. 

In Spain, premium petrol jumped 
14 per cent recently, to $3.21 a 
gallon 152.96 In neighbouring Por- 
tugal I. prompting a 48-hour strike 
by Madrid cab drivers. 

Yet Spain is the only country in 
Europe to use more petrol in the 
first half of 1979 than In the 
preceding six months. 

A gallon of petrol now costa 
Swedes $2.76 and Danes $2.91, 

Norway, which produces oil itself, 
has bargain petrol at $2.52. 

In the Soviet Union, with the 
largest proven oil reserves in the 
world, petrol Is sold only by the 
state - - for $1.31 a gallon, although 


It la 93 octane and not suitable for 
American cars. There are oc- 
casional long lines at petrol 
stations, but lines are a way of life 
in Russia. 

Iceland, with Its hot springs, has 
the world's handiest supply of 
natural heat. But petrol, 75 per cent 
of it bought from the Soviets, now 
costs $3.50 a gallon, and the use of 
motorcycles has soared. 

In Japan, which is nearly totally 
dependent on Imported oil, a gallon 
of petrol Is $2.37, up from $1.70 a 
year ago. 

The latest oil price increase has 
brought higher transport costa to 
the Philippines, Taiwan, South 
Korea and Australia and the 
promise of hikes in Japan and 
Hongkong. 

Australia produces about 70 per 
cent of its fuel requirement, but 
Sl.73-a-gallon petrol is around the 
corner and Sydney cab fares 
jumped 23 per cent recently. 

Singapore, the world’s thlrd- 
largcst oil refining centre after 
Houston and Rotterdam, has abun- 
dant oil supplies, but a gallon of 
premium Increased 12 cents to 
$1.93. recently, compared with $1.75 
in import-dependent Thailand and 
$2.20 in Taiwan. 

Oil-producing Indonesia still 
offers petrol at less than $1 a gallon. 
Pump prices are up 47 per cent over 
a year ago, largely because of a 
currency devaluation, but premium 
petrol still costs a mere 84 cents. 

The real bargains come only In 
the oil-rich Middle East, however. 
From Kuwait's 2i-ccnt-a-gallon 
stations, one can drive across the 
desert to Saudi Arabia, where a 
gnllnn costs 28 cents.

The suggested price for the three-passenger vehicle Is $6,874 in the U.S., where the 
makers are now trying to market it. Maximum speed is about 45kph. 



NEW YORK. (Reuter) — Electrici- 
ty, as a means of power and as an 
aid to driving, is prominently dis- 
played at the 1980 New York 
Automobile Show that opened, here 
on the weekend. 

Tbe show offers cor buffs a close- 
up of scores of new cars, ranging 
from tiny, fuel-efficient "economy" 
models to some of the most lux- 
urious and expensive cars on the 
market. 

Battery-powered cars — one a 
prototype and the other already In 
production — are two of the attrac- 
tions of the show, while the wizar- 
dry of solid-state electronics seems 
to be virtually everywhere. 

The "Microcar," which looks like 
a solidly-built, two-seat tricycle, is 
making its debut at the show as an 
electric-powered alternative vehi- 
cle for short-range trips, such as to 
the local shop, school or train sta- 
tion. 

The battery-powered car, about 
the size of a golf cart but made of 
light-weight tubular steel, can go 
about 48 km before re-charging, 
which la done by plugging it into a 
regular household electrical oUUet. 

The car's makers, from nearby 
Long Island, say that two of Its ob- 
vious limitations — its range and 
top speed of 32 km per hour — make 
It an extremely practical "local 
use” vehicle. Its basic price, $1,600, 
and low operational costs — "pen- 
nies- per-mile*- — also make It at- 
tractive. . ... 


No surprises 
at the New York 
Automobile Show 

The Chevrolet division of General 
-Motors also has an electric car on. 
display, an "electrovette," which is 
basically a battery-powered ver-" 
slon of its tiny Vega model. 

A company source said the car, 
which can go as far as 160 km at 
highway speeds without recharg- 
ing, is still more than five years 
away from actual production. 

Most manufacturers, at least on 
their more expensive models, now 
use advanced electronic circuitry 
to deliver a precisely-timed spark 
to the engine and many also employ 
electronic fuel-injection systems. 

Most American car companies 
also offer various forms of space- 
age electronic dials and gadgetry 
for "greater confidence and driving 
convenience.” 

Some expensive models have, 
"mini -computer" micro-circuits 
with sensors that monitor various 
functions of the car — air-fuel ratio, 
timing, manifold pressure, and so 
on — and automatically make ad- 
justments to fine-tune the engine 
while it is running.

Several American companies are 
displaying versions of one or more 
of their popular models with Im- 
movable roofs made to look exactly 
like convertible tops. Including the

Damages of $50m. originally sought 

Charges that Henry Ford 
took kickbacks are dropped 


DETROIT (AP). — A lawsuit ac- 
cusing Henry Ford II of accepting 
kickbacks and squandering com- 
pany money on himself is being 
dropped, Ford Motor Co. an- 
nounced recently. 

The company said it was paying a 
total of $200,000 plus expenses of 
$80,000 to attorneys for the 
shareholders who brought the suit. 

One of the two law firms concern- 
ed is headed by Roy Cohn, a well- 
known New York lawyer Involved 
in many celebrated cases, who also 
represents Benson Ford Jr. In his 
suit against family members. 

The plaintiffs had sought 
damages of $50 m. 

Henry Ford II is chairman of the 
company founded by hla grand- 
father in 3903. 

In original filings the plaintiffs 
had accused Henry Ford or the 
company of. among other things: 

— Taking a $750,000 kickback 
from Canteen Corp. in return for 
food concessions in Ford plants. 

— Talcing a $2m. payment from 
the wife of Philippine President 
Ferdinand Marcos in return for put- 
ting a plant in the Philippines that 
eventually lost $90m. 

— Planning to bribe an Indone- 
sian general to win a $80m. con- 
tract. 

— Sending a company plane 
around the U.S. carrying wines, 
cigars and food for his personal use 
and shipping a fireplace owned by a 
close friend, Kathleen Duress, on 
the plane. 

— Improperly paying company 
money to Ms. Duross. 

— Spending company money in a 
"gross waste" for apartments in 


New York and their lavish fur- 
nishings. ' 

The company statement said, 
"The company and the defendants 
... have denied, and continue to 
deny, those charges." 

Ford has repaid to the company 
$34,000 on an $80,000-a-year apart- 
ment in New York’s Hotel Carlyle 
tor use by members o I his family 
between 1970 and 1977. 

One of the plaintiffs, Alejandro 
Detomaso, an Italian car de si g ne r 
whose firm was bought out by Ford 
In 1973, declined to join in the settle- 
ment. 

The plaintiffs who did join the 
settlement were three New Yorkers 
whose largest shareholding was 125 
shares. Other plaintiffs had 
dropped out earlier. Detomaso own- 
ed 10,000 shares when he joined the 
suit 

There was much speculation two 
years ago that Henry Ford's wife 
Cristina, from whom he Is 
separated, was behind -the suit, but 
she issued a public statement 
defending her husband's business ' 
ethics, . .

THE SHOPPING list of ailments associated 
with motherhood is formidable: nausea, 
vomiting, back-ache, fatigue, heat flashes, 
just to name a tew. lightning bolts of 
"Jewish Guilt" leap from the positive and 
negative terminals of my psyche, over being 
a man and not sharing the suffering equally. 

We are impatient, the birth should be any 
day. Friends and relatives assure us that we 
must prepare for a ‘'brith,” never con- 
sidering that we hope for a daughter. 

Date: Birthday 

I have never ridden such an emotional 
roller-coaster before. All basic emotions lie 
below a surface of normalcy; anxiety, fear, 
and profound joy, homogenized into ribbon 
of time. 


The cries and wimpers of women in birth 
drift along dark empty hospital corridors, 
confirming how little I know about this basic 
life experience. Many women must endure 
the birth process' in semi-dark rooms alone, 
while their spouses pace in a brightly lit 
waiting-room, convinced that they too are 
suffering. How can they not want to share 
this life experience? 

As the night hours slip by and the birth 
draws closer, I cannot help hut think the 
pain of birth Isn't a fitting punishment for 
offering an apple to Adam. At least modern 
medicine takes the edge off some of the pain 
and discomfort — how civilized... 

The mid-wife begins to pr£p my wife tor 
the birth. I feel a rush of adrenalin. My 
senses sharpen from the fatigue of the all 


night vigil. The next moments seem to he 
recorded and played back like a alow movie 
clip. Veins on my wife's neck are dis- 
tended.. Jthe mid- wife is urgently comman- 
ding her to hear down and push... the black 
hair of my daughter's head becomes visible. 

My throat tightens, my legs feel heavy, 
and my eyes tear over. Through a liquid 
haze, I watch a human .being enter the 
world. This is the first miracle I have ever 
witnessed, hearing the very first breath of a 
living creature genetically connected to me. 
Watching my new-horn daughter cry and 
move after what seemed to be an eternity of 
waiting, I feel emotional muscles flexing 
that 1 didn't know existed. I am a father. 

The First Week 

It seems like years ago since I had a

proper night of sleep. I will sign any docu- 
ment, confess to any crime, if I could only 
get some undisturbed sleep. A yoke of 
fatigue hangs over my body. The excitement 
of the birth keeps us all going. 

Family roles emerge. Shades of Margaret 
Mead, my wife nourishes and cares tor the 
baby and I nourish and care for her. My 
vocabulary expands toward more two 
syllable words, some favourites are pee-pee, 
ca-ca, and goo-goo. 

The Fourth Week 

It's just incredible to watch the baby change 
and develop. It seems like yesterday we all 
came home from the hospital. Now she 
seems to focus her eyes, communicates 
adequately by crying and using a whole 



range of other sounds which sound cry- 
ing but aren't. My wife understands the new 
language; I am still not initiated to it. 

Sleep patterns have iiormaHzed. The 
worst is over. Our new life bas a built-in 
schedule and it revolves around feeding 
time. There is no doubt to our minds that we 
have one of the cutest babies of all times, ...I 
carry photos of her In my wallet, remember- 
ing how I swore never to do such obnoxious 
things before fatherhood overtook me. 

Good feelings stir when I call on the phone 
and ask how the "peanut" is doing* I come 
home to a family. It feels good to love and 
care for. a new person, It feels good to t hink 
of someone else first, it feels good to be a 
father. 


Big business 

Buying for baby is a serious enterprise. We talk to 
Israel's own baby equipment producer, Uzi, and 
its rival, the importers of the Italian Chicco line.

BABIES are big business, and 
parents are going gaga over the 
ever-growing variety of baby 
-products. Recession or no, babies 
just keep cm coming. And as long as 
they do, parents are going to need 
things to wipe them with, feed them 
with, wrap them In, cart them 
around in, draw their attention 
with, amuse them with... 

Psychologists may ten us that 


babies are just little people, but as 
far - as products are concerned, 
babies are a breed unto themselves. 

The only Israeli company which 
produces the whole gamut of baby 
products, from beds to dummies 
(pacifiers). Is Uzi, located In 
Rlshon Lezlon. Founded in 1970 by 
Shimon Zlotorinsky and his 
brother-in-law, Uzi now produces 
some ISO baby products in « 
modem, 1,000 square metre-plant, 
and has Ideas for many more. 

Uzi’S" products are especially 
designed for the Israeli way of life: 


the Israeli climate enables mothers 
to stroll with their babies & lot, so 
Uzi developed folding baby 
atroHera and three different kinds 
of net-bags to carry the strollers In, 
for instance. When prices started 
going crazy, Uzi Invented a special 
net-bag which fulfils the same func- 
tion, while costing IL50 less. 

Uzi produces rubber rings that fit 
around its Pyrex baby bottles to 
prevent them from smashing when 
they slip out of your wet fingers. 
These rings can stay on the bottle 
even when you boll it. 

A special night lamp, emanating 
a dull glow, spares your baby the 
experience of awakening in com- 
plete darkness, yet allows her or 
him to fall asleep easily. This light 
Is also convenient for the parent 
who rises at night to go to the 
baby's room, who would otherwise 
have to grope around in pitch-dark. 

While Uzi models itself after 
European baby products as far as 
quality is concerned. Its prices are 
20 to 50 per cent cheaper, the 
owners say. 


Uzi toys fulfil all the re- 
quirements of the Israeli toy stan- 
dards, according to management. 
For instance, no part of Uzi's 
plastic chains and other bed con- 
traptions. which babies grab to pull 
themselves up with, is smaller than 
three centimetres in diameter, to 
prevent any possibility of being 
swallowed. 

If you thought babies were too 
young for cosmetics, you were 
wrong: Uzi is coming out next 
month (February) with a whole 
new line of cosmetic products, in- 
cluding baby lotion, baby oil, 
soapless soap and shampoo, the for- 
mula for which waa obtained from a 
large European firm. 

Another Uzi special la ear- 
cleaning swabs, produced in Israel 
exclusively by Uzi and exported to 
Europe. Uzi also exports dummies, 
bottles, plastic glasses with 
mouthpieces and straws attached 
to them, glasses which do not fall 
over, and plastic panties. 

“You could say that our plant Is 
the pioneer of baby products in 


Israel. All our workers are deter- 
mined to develop the local produc- 
tion of this line of products, which 
we hope will soon replace the 
costlier. Imported baby Items,' ' 
Uzi’s owners told me. 

“No, there Is no one called Uzi 
here," the owners said, when asked 
whether their firm was called after 
a certain person. “We chose this 
name because it's short, catchy, 
and above all, Israeli."

CHICCO, the Italian line of baby 
products hasn't been feeling the 
recession in the economy too much, 
according to Rahamim Malouk, 
general manager of MomI Ltd., the 
importers and distributors in Israel 
of the line. 

Malouk claims that the success of 
Chicco in Israel is due to two facts: 
the high quality of the products, and 
the relatively low middlemen’s and 
Importer's out, giving Israeli 
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parents a good buy for their money. 

Malouk explained that they 
entered the field and introduced 
Chicco to Israel 18 yean ago in the 
midst of a recession, and even then 
bad to be careful overpricing. 

At the beginning, Chicco, whose 
parent company Artsana is In the 
pharmaceutical business, dealt 
mainly with plastic and Pyrex glass 
bottles, pacifiers and bottle 
heaters. 

Malouk claims that till then, 
Israeli mothers were using glass 
bottles, which were difficult to 
warm and broke easily. The in- 
troduction of plastic end Pyrex 
bottles Was sort of & revolution. The 
same was true about the Chicco 
pacifier — mothers said that only 
when It was lost, did a Chicco 
pacifier have to be replaced. 

News about the new products 
spread by word of mouth, accor- 
ding to Malouk. Store owners came 
to him to ask to sell Chleeo 
products. Being In such a position, 
he also was able to dictate What the 
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consumer price should be and bow . 
much proflt-the stores could make. , 

He is proud that his imports grew 
together with Chicco, and today he 
not only imports bottles and . 
pacifiers but also a huge variety of 
goods, Including baby clothing, 
toys, and eating utenslla. Turnover 
for 1079 was about ILSOm. 

Malouk claims that the Israeli 
mother is choosy and conservative 
in her buying habits. Thus, he says, 
Israeli mothers are still not in- 
terested in disposable .bottles, 
which are a hit In Europe and 
America. 

He can not explain the drop In 
sales during the past few years of 
bottle sterilisers, which was once 
one of their best-selling items. It 
may be due to the fact that the ex- 
change rate of the Italian Lire has 
gone up during the past year by 106 
per cent compared to a 88 per cent . 
rise in the dollar during the aame 
period. -

Here they found 
Maya, four months old and newly 
orphaned. For the next right days, 
Dan commuted between Sakaro 
and Bangkok, hurdling the 
bureaucratic barrier*, and then 
Maya was hia and they were on 
their way to Tel Aviv. 

“It was three days of travelling," 
recalls Dan. "We flew from 33° of 
Thailand heat into an Israeli 
winter. I fed Maya milk powder, 
and she cried a little and slept a 
lot.” Irit met them at the airport 
and saw her daughter for the first 
time.

Parents are so busy bringing up 1 
their children, educating them, 
making a “mensch” out of them, 
that they often forget to admire and 
enjoy them. Someone told me just 
the other day of how, aa a little girl, 
she always loved escaping to her 
grandmother’s room, for it was a 
peaceful oasis where she could pour 
her heart out, unconditionally. 
Grandma always, always had time 
for her. She was ever happy to see 
her and it was the one place in the 
world where she wasn't told, “Do 
this!," "Do that!" 

For some reason the parents of 
one'a parents have a great deal of 
patience, and maybe respite to 
devote to their "nech&dlm.” ‘ 
Sometimes the strictest dis- 
ciplinarians go all soft and un- 
derstanding when they reach the 
grandparent stage. They take more 
time and put more effort into get- 
ting to know their grandchildren; 
more than they did with their own 
brood. One gentleman felt that he 
was less tense and,, at his point in 
life, had a greater sense of proper- ;

children. A young, glamorous 
grandmother of barely 40 explained . 
that when the grandchildren come 
to her, they are visitor* and are 
made a fuss over, just like any 
guest.

"You have all the pleasure of _ 
watching their development, but ' 
none of the job of bringing them up!" : 

The attitude of the linking ■

Important. Do they encourage a * 
healthy relationship with the grand- * 
parents? Do they feel rivalry? Do * 
they rely completely on their own ?

Do they scorn the ■ 
older folk and make light of their ‘ 
opinion, which must of necessity .

“Maya was a good baby from the 
start," she says. “She had caught 
a slight chill on the journey, and we 
had some minor problems feeding 
her at the beginning, but she settled 
down very quickly. She doesn’t 
sleep much during the day, hut at 
least she sleeps through the night.” . 

Irit still works full-time, but 
hurries home each afternoon when 
she and Maya go out for a walk. 
“She loves being outride," says 
Irit, “and it's good for me aa well.” 

As for Maya's future, the 
Bikovskis do not foresee any major 
difficulties. They want her to be 
both Israeli and Jewish "for conve. 
nlence," and ara&t proeept discuss- 
ing with the 'authorities how this 
can be moat simply achieved. They 
do not feel that her Asian colouring 
and features will set her apart In 
Israel "because the world is advan- 
cing” and racial differences matter 
leas. 

Their only disappointment la the 
failure of other Israeli couples to do. 
as they have and take In refugee 
children. “There are many families 
that are able to do so, and there Is a. 
greater' demand for adoption In. 
Israel than there are available 
children," says Dan. “In Cam- 
bodia, in Aria, are children who 
really need homes."

‘Now is the time to invest here,’ 
Hurvitz tells visiting businessmen

TEL AVIV. — Some foreign in- 
vestors have Indeed "burned up 
their money" in Israel; but many 
others have done quite well. 
Moreover, there are plenty of 
Israelis who started off with 
nothing but the clothes on their 
back and who succeeded tremen- 
dously in building a prosperous 
future. 

This was stated yesterday by 
Finance Minister Yigael Hunrtts, 
addressing some 60 delegates to the 
First International Congress of 
Jewish Businessmen of North 
African origin. (Another ten failed 
to arrive, due to Sunday's strike at 
Ben-Gurlon airport.) 

Hurvitz said be would be “objec- 
tive and not describe conditions 
here in glowing colours." 
Nevertheless, if one cared to look 
back over 30 yean and see what 
had been accomplished in 
agriculture, industry and tourism, 
a fair picture of future prospects- 
would emerge, he elaborated. 

“The time to invest here In Israel 
is today." he advised the 
businessmen, adding that “the 
beginning might be hard, but con- 
ditions will improve soon. Produc- 
tivity is growing and the workers 
are linking their wage demands to 
output." 

Hurvitz stressed that “export- 
oriented undertakings" would get 
the “moat-favoured" treatment. He 
said that the country's export goal 
this year was a 23-36 per cent gross 
rise in exports, and If inflation 
abroad is taken Into account, then 
the net Increase in exports will be a 
healthy 10 per cent. Moreover, im- 
ports wUI grow by only 2.6-3 per 
cent in the next year, he said. 

The finance minister spent time 
explaining hia ILi06b. budget, 
which gives a considerable in- 
crease to security matters at the 
expense of social and cultural ob- 
jectives. ' 

Hurvitz admitted that hia ap- 
proach might be subjective. It 
dated back to World War U, he said, 
when be was a soldier In the Jewish 
Brigade and Us unit was being 
moved from Italy and had to set up 
camp one night in Germany. 
Although the fighting was over, the 1 
unit ringed the camp aite with its 
cannons. 

Some refugees from a displaced 
.persons camp came, introduced 
themselves as Jews, and one said in 
Yiddish, pointing to the cannons: 
“If we Jews had been strong and 
armed, the Holocaust would never 


have happened. We must always be 
strong and armed." 

“Until this day," Hurvitz said, 
r his words ring in my ears. This ex- 
plains the hike for security matters 
in the budget. True, an opening has 
.been created on the way to peace, 
and this opening is being widened, 
but we still face dangers." 

When the minister finished. Shsul 
Ben-Simhon. head of the Federa- 
tion of Immigrants from North 
Africa, who chaired the meeting, 
took the unprecedented step of ris- 
ing to attack the guest speaker's 
thesis. 

“The strength of the country lies 
In its people. And your budget is 
depriving the weaker social 
elements of the financial support 
they need to get on their feet. If 
anyone is dismissed from his Job. It 
will be these elements. The social 
gap will grow, and a growing soda! 
gap means a weaker country. We 
will not permit the common people 
to be hurt." 

Hurvitz not only took the public 
attack on him in a forum called to 
deal with other matters in good 
grace, but rose to counter-attack 
his host. 

“Inflation is our number one 
enemy and my budget aims at tam- 
ing It. The people most hurt by In- 
flation are the weaker social 
elements, not the propertied 
classes. Believe me, if we lick infla- 
tion. the weaker social elements 
will be thanking us In a few yean." 

Earlier, the finance minister had 
pooh-poohed the notion that Im- 
migrants from North Africa were 
not being Integrated into Israeli 
society. “My youngest son has Just 
married a stunning beauty from 
your community," he said. 

Ben-Simhon in his welcoming ad- 
dress said that the Ashkenazi com- 
munity could learn much from, the 
cultural heritage the North 
Africans had brought here. Not only 
was this community aotlve in 
providing facilities for its elderly, 
but It was also strong in granting 
scholarships at university level. He 
noted that the community was also 
active In helping the Inmates of the 
Tel Mond prison. 

Mayor Shlomo L&hat, In calling 
on the guests to invest in Israel. • 
noted that they could contribute 
much, not only from their abilities 
and past experience, but also from 
their outstanding business acumen. 
” Neither the Israelis nor theEgyp- 
tians should get their hopes high 
about future commercial relations 
between the two countries. David 
Brodt, of the Finance Ministry’s 


p lanning department* told the con- 
ference. 

He warned that both aides would 


be “disappointed", but the dioap- 
poi&CmenMn Egypt, many of whose 
people had been led to believe that 
peace with Israel would substan- 
tially raise their standard of living, 
might prove a “boomerang" in the 
development of friendly relations - 

Brodt painted out that the per 
capita income in Israel was about 
31,000, while In Egypt it was only 
about one-tenth of this sum. 

The two economies were not com- 
plementary, he said. Israel had 
geared its exports for the past 30 
years, owing to the Arab boycott, to 
the sophisticated Western world. 
Egypt was only now beginning to 
develop its economy after a period 
of stagnation. 

He thought that the “maximum" 
market for Israeli goods in Egypt — 
they will not buy our dia mon ds or 
electronics — was about 3300m. to 
3400m. However, under present cir- 
cumstances, we con only hope to 
export between |90m.-3100m. dur- 
ing the first year under the most op- 
timistic estimates. " Israeli exports 
could include agricultural equip- 
ment. Insecticides, fertilizers, 
pharmaceuticals, plastic goods, 
and perhaps some food products, 
tires, glass, and flbreboard. 

As for imports from Egypt — if 
the import of two million tons of 
petroleum was not taken Into ac- 
count — they could total In the first 
year between $30m.-340m. Then 
imparts could be some long-fibre 
cotton, onions, potatoes, and beans. 

As for tourism, be did not believe 
it would develop to serious propor- 
tions. “The Egyptians do not have 
the hotel rooms, although they have 
embarked on a programme of 
building, while the plentiful rooms 
in Israel are often out of range of 
the Egyptian purse."

MUNICH — West German in- 
dustrialists and Midwestern 
American farmers seem to have a 
lot in common these days. 

Both certainly take a dim view of 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, 
almost os far from the Ruhr os it is 
from the wheat belt, but they take 
on even dimmer view of trade em- 
bargoes against the Kremlin over 
that military action. 

Moreover, West German govern- 
ment leaden ore not for behind the 
businessmen In drtggtng their 
heels on adopting a tougher stance 
toward Moscow because of the In- 
tervention. 

While all West European coun- 
tries are reluctant to get Involved 
or to reverse the progress made in 
the 1970s In Improving relations 
with the Soviet Union and the Com- 
munist bloc, the most difficult 
choices confront the government of 
West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt and West Germany's 
muscle-bound, export-dependent 
Industry. 

They have the most to lose from a 
new freeze in East-West relations 
— politically and economically. 

Boos, whose Ostpolltlk In many 
ways pro -dated detente, hes long 
been the capitalist world’s biggest 
trader with the Communists. 

Historically Russia and the lands 
of Eastern Europe have been a 
chief market for the Germans for 
centuries. 

In 1853. for example. Werner von 
Siemens began building the 


W. Germany, biggest trader 
with Soviets, drags heels on 
tough Afghanistan stance 
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Imperial Russian Telegraph line 
from fit. Petersburg to Odessa. By 
1886 the Siemens Corporation, 
nowadays West Germany's biggest 
company, bad a sprawling branch 
plant with several hundred 
employees In St. Petersburg. 

Indeed, In 1938, trade with the 
Soviet Union and Eastern Europe 
accounted for 16 per cent of Ger- 
many’s total. 

Although no longer os high, the 
proportion is still substantial About 
9.5 per cent of West Germany’s ex- 
ports go to the countries of 
Comecon, the Soviet-bloc version of 
Western Europe's Common 
Market, including East Germany 
(trade with which Is categorised as 
“Intra-German"), to China and to 
Yugoslavia. More than 7.6 per cent 
of imports come from Comecon.

Saudi oil now 
$26 a barrel 


NICOSIA (Reuter). — Saudi Arabia 
has raised the price of its standard 
crude oil by two dollars, to $26 a 
barrel, backdated to January 1, the 
authoritative Middle' East 
Economic Survey sold yesterday. 

The Nicosia-based paper, usually 
well-informed on Saudi affairs, sold 
the price increase was com- 
municated on Saturday to the ma- 
jor oil companies operating In 
Saudi Arabia and to independent 
buyers of Saudi all.

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Sadat v. Soviet meddling 

WHILE IN ISLAMABAD moat of the world’s Moslem nations — 
Syria and South Yemen being the notable exceptions — 
gathered together to take up \he Soviet takeover of Afgha nis tan, 
another Moslem country, Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko dropped in on his Syrian colleague Abdul-Halim 
. Khaddam in Damascus on Sunday. 

The hastily arranged Soviet visit was a transparent attempt 
to draw attention away from the issue of Afghanistan and 
refocus it on the traditional subject of Moslem concord, Israel. 
It was meant to allow the Soviets to reappear, without looking 
too ludicrous, in the role of Defender of Islam against the twin 
’threats” of Zionism and U,S. imperialism. 

Because a fair number of participants in the Islamabad 
meeting, including not only Libya and Iraq but also, for exam- 
ple, Jordan, do not challenge the Soviet — and Syrian — scale of 
political priorities, the gathering was in fact doomed to sterility 
from the beginning. Egypt's suspension from the Islamic con- 
clave because of its peace treaty with Israel only adds to this 
^tendency. This helps explain the derisive tone with which Presi- 
dent Sadat dismissed it in his address to the Egyptian Parlia- 
ment yesterday. 

But while Mr. Gromyko's journey to Damascus had, by its 
very timing,, a regional significance, if only in propaganda 
terms, it also signalled the depth of the Soviet stake in Syria 
itself. 

Syria can only superficially be compared with Afghanistan, 
but this Soviet outpost, too, has recently had its quota of anti- 
Soviet manifestations. A number of Soviet advisers have in fact 
been killed by a Moslem underground organization. Although 
President Assad is firmly in the Kremlin's corner, he represents 
a small Alawi minority that is thoroughly detested by a great 
many Syrians. 

Unlike Afghanistan,, moreover, Syria has no "friendship and 
cooperation” treaty with the Soviet Union that might allow Big 
Brother to rush to the aid of an embattled ally in Damascus with 
even the tiniest semblance of legality. There must be other 
ways, therefore, of cementing Soviet-Syrian amity. 

The ready-made way would be to ply the Syrians with even 
more arms and to warm up the border with Israel, on the 
pretext of “Zionist aggression. "-The question that even Moscow 
[ cannot, however, answer with any assurance is how to prevent 
such a limited war froip getting out of hand — let alone from be- 
ing ended disastrously for the Syrians, and thus for the Soviets 
as well. 

In his address yesterday President Sadat seemed to have 
served the clearest notice yet on his one-time friend President 
Assad, that Syria need not count on Egypt's assistance in any 
such confrontation with Israel. By calling Israel honourable and 
trustworthy, Mr. Sadat in effect excoriated Syria as perfidious 
and untrustworthy. 

While it will not relieve Israel of the duty of vigilance'tm its un- 
settled frontiers, Egypt's tough official attitude towards Arab 
warmongers shows how far both countries have travelled on the 
road to peace. 

Passing the buck 

IT IS TO THE CREDIT of the teachers' union that they manag- 
ed to call off the 24-hour work stoppage — scheduled for yester- 
day — at such short notice,- when the National Labour Court 
bade them, late on Sunday evening, to desist from strike action 
until a verdict is given on another case, pending before that 
same court. 

The other case relates to the teachers' allegation that they are 
entitled to a wage rise corresponding to the wage rise achieved 
by the engineers and emulated subsequently by moat 
professional groups, as well as some who are not professionals. 
The court must decide whether the collective agreement signed 
by the teachers permits such a salary adjustment before the 
agreement expires. 

, The Etzioni Commission concluded that the teachers are en- 
titled in principle to such an adjustment. But the government 
did nothing about it, which raises the question why Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer bothered to appoint this high-level 
committee of enquiry in the first place. 

In general the practice of buying time by referring vexatious 
problems to multi-member committees whose exhortations are 
only advisory has done nothing for the government but diminish 
its credibility in the area of labour relations. 

Now the Cabinet has bought time again, since the court's ver- 
’ diet is not expected before mid-February. The policy of delays is 
encouraged by prospects of financial stringency. The Prime 
Minister’s insistence during the budget discussions on Sunday 
that more money be provided for housing and urban renewal 
leaves less leeway even than before for wage hikes elsewhere, 
in particular as concerns the teachers, who are almost ten times 
more numerous than the country’s engineers. 

Even if the money does become available — Mr. Hurvltz 
promised “to print it” should the labour court's verdict require 
the payment to be made — the overall policy problem still 
remains unsolved. Suppose the court finds for the teachers, then 
the enginfeertf will be in turmoil, because they do not accept the 
Etzioni Commission’s premise that there should be greater 
equality between their pay and that of the teachers. 

Suppose on the other hand that the court finds for the govern- 
ment, and that no wage adjustment is authorized until the pre- 
sent collective agreement expires on March 31, six weeks after 
the expected date of the verdict. The teachers’ union has 
already let it be known that it rejects out of hand the 
government's decision to prolong the application of all collec- 
tive agreements for a further nine months — till the end of the 
existing calendar year. 

The lesson Is that the government cannot keep “passing the 
buck,” whether to an expert committee or a labour court or an 
arbitration board. It must resolve the deadlock on its own, by 
deciding once and for all what the relationship should be 
between the wages of the engineers, the teachers — some with, 
some without university degrees — and the technicians, all 
without university degrees.

We’ll have to understand the Egyptian way of doing things, 
writes the Post’s JOAN BORSTEN who Sunday tried to 
cross into Egypt at El-Arish. 


EVERYONE. SCOFFED at the 
rhyming graffiti scrawled along the 
Yamit— El-Arish highway by irate 
residents of the Rafiah salient — 
nirmul, bilbul (normalization, con- 
fusion), never Imagining that in a 
mere seven hoqrs they would be 
describing the scribblers not as 
irrational dissenters but as astute 
politicians. 

They were a busload of 45 
tourists, temporary and permanent 
residents, and Israelis with dual 
nationality who, anxious to make 
their mark on history, had 
answered an advertisement in The' 
Jerusalem Post offering a free trip 
to Cairo to -anyone willing to try 
crossing the larael-Egypt bonier on 
the first day since 1948 that it would 
be officially open to land traffic. 
Among the would-be pioneers were 
a woman who, 84 years before to the 
day had Immigrated to Palestine 
from England via Egypt; a man 
who bad fought with the British 
army in Egypt; and a pretty Thai 
linguist who had hitched to Israel 
from Africa on a tanker. 

Even the sceptics were confident 
that by late evening they would be 
ogling belly dancers. Walter Arblb, 
joint managing director of VIP, the 
travel agency organizing the 
junket, had been assured the night 
before that the go-ahead had been 
given by. none less than Mustafa 
Yahya, assistant to Ambassador 
Taka el-Magdoub of the Foreign 
Ministry's normalization office. 
Anyone entitled to an on-the-spot 
visa at Cairo airport — bearers of 
passports from all Western coun- 
tries other than South Africa and 
Israel — would be permitted to 
cross at El-Arish. 

Officials at the freshly-painted 
green and yellow makeshift 
passport ' control centre however, 
had been instructed otherwise. 
Only tourists, Israelis included, 
with current visas would be per- 
mitted to era as. Thus, a j£roup of 
German students were turhed back 
while & tour guide tram Yamit was 
allowed to drive on to Cairo. 

WE WATTED for two hours while 


IF YOU WANT to hear an op- 
timistic forecast of the 
government's prospects In the next 
elections, talk to Herut Information 
chief Gideon Godot, who in the 
absence of any meaningful Liberal 
Party machine, does job for the 
entire Likud. He speaks confidently 
of another electoral victory f or the 
Likud in 1981, ruling out the 
prospect of early elections. Hie says 
that Premier Menahem Begin will 
certainly head the list, which will 
contain many new faces, and it is a 
sure bet that one of them will be 
Gadot'-s. 

A member of the 15-man Herut 
Secretariat, the 39-year-old Gadot 
has already earned a reputation as 
a man of influence, and as one of 
the power-brokers who 
manoeuvred Deputy Minister 
Yoram Aridor into the key post of 
secretariat chairman. Party, in- 
siders pay tribute to the canny tac- 
tics of this rising politician in help- 
ing Aridor overcome his image as a 
loser to reach the key post in the 
party organization. He did so by us- 
ing his base in the Petah TIkva 
branch and his clout with its chair- 
man, Haim Kaufma n, who is also 
chairman of the Herat's Knesset 
caucus. 

He told me that Kaufman and 
another of the "three kufim" of 
Herut's urban coalition, 
Jerusalem's Halm Corfu (the third 
Is Tel Aviv's Arye Kremer), are 
already hard at work on a blueprint 
for the Likud's election campaign 
machinery. Undoubtedly, they will 
become directly Involved in the ac- 
tual campaign once things get un- 
der way. 

As the young Herutnik sees it, the 
Likud is already getting down 
seriously to the task of utilizing the 
remaining 22 months until Election 
Day, while Labour la Indulging in 
the curious luxury of self- 
immolation. I gathered that each 
barb aimed by the adversaries in 
the Labour Party leadership 
struggle is being stored in the 
Likud's election armoury. 

Gadot Is hard at work readying 
the faithful in the party's 100 
branches for the fray. In doing so he 
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an Egyptian representative of Ar- 
blb's partners in. Cairo, Emeco 
Travel, went in search of General 
Mohammed Shawkat, the governor 
of Northern Sinai, known to be op- 
posed in principle to turning the El- 
Arish border into a major tourist 
crossing. Shawkat bad promised to 
make an appearance around 
lunchtime, and promptly at one- 
thirty announced to the crowd of 
foreign press and tourists: 

“This is a special day. We are 
beginning the normalization of 
relations between the two countries 
and therefore we shall not prevent 
you from entering Egypt, even 
though you have no visas ...V 

- Everyone beamed until the 
governor added: “You know that 
our law stipulates no one may enter 
Egypt without having previously 
acquired a visa.” The journalists 
gasped and flashed passports 
stamped with multiple visas issued 
at Cairo airport or Alexandria port. 
"Im possible/” said the dapper of- 
ficial and departed with much 
ceremony. 

Frontier officials collected 
passports and visa applications. A 
group of nine French teachers from 
Cairo’s Institute of Archaeology 
crossed out of Egypt and headed for 
the free three day's tour promised 
them by Emeco. And then Major- 
General Mohammed Carrar, 
deputy minister of interior and 
police affairs far El-Arish, arrived 
with his entourage. 

It was the beginning of the end for 
the group that had left Tel Aviv at 
7:30 a.m. in such high spirits. 

“X did not hear the governor’s 
promise and therefore we cannot 
act on it," he announced, refusing' 
Galel Zahal's offer to play back the 
taped statement. The Egged driver, 
an Israeli with a valid visa, was told 
to take his suitcases from the -bus 
and proceed to Cairo, as was a 
Norwegian journalist with no visa. 
The others were handed back their 
passports and told to wait. “The 
governor only said he was trying to 
help you.” insisted Carrar. '.‘He is* 


at home now awaiting a reply from 
Cairo.” 

It was another 45 minutes before 
the bewildered tourists, among 
them three senior citizens, now 
without food, water, bathroom 
facilities, and shelter, from the 
fierce sun for almost 4 hours, beard 
that General Magdoub had overrul- 
ed his assistant’s decision of Satur- 
day. and that- the group would 
definitely not be permitted Into' 
Egypt. 

"Try again bofcro — tomorrow," 
called a friendly two-star general 
as the bus drove off. 

FOR THE TOURISTS it was their 
first (and probably last) collision 
with the Levant, bewildering, time- 
consuming, frustrating way of do- 
ing things. It is neither wrong nor 
right,' simply different, and the 
sooner we accept It as normal, the 
easier it will he. 

I still vividly remember the first 
days of the Cairo Film Festival 
when Menahem Golan's movie, 
"Magician of Lublin," was 
hopelessly stuck in customs at the 
airport. Unfailingly polite and cor- 
rect, no Egyptian waa willing to ad- 
mit that the movie was not wanted 
and should not have been brought to 
Cairo. Instead, each suggested con- 
tacting yet another official who, - 
after giving the matter a day's con- 
sideration, passed the buck once 
again. 

It was Impossible to take out of 
customs a film that had arrived as 
accompanied baggage, they in- 
sisted. It was impossible to get a 
bank guarantee In leas than, two 
weeks. It was impossible to *.. The * 
true situation became clear when it . 
took the .-festival organizers less 
than half an hour to secure the 
release of a Canadian film that had 
also arrived as acconspanied . 
baggage. .. ■ 

On another occasion during the 
Film Festival, I waa told that, 
within* the hour, a specific 
bureaucrat at the .Ministry of . 
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Culture's censorship department 
would make available the infamous 
black list of '.‘Zionist" Hollywood 
actors, now annulled by the peace 
treaty with Israel. The bureaucrat, 
it turned out, did not have the 
authority to release the torn and 
dirty ledger, so he directed me to a 
more important official, who 
directed me to another ministry 
altogether, who - 

In the end, after lodg hours of 
pleading and cajoling, 1 was allow- 
ed to start copying the list. Before I 
was half-why through. It was whisk- 
ed away by another cleric. No one

is helping Aridor convert Herat, 
and thus the Likud, into a modern 
political organization.

DAYAN NEEDED BACK IN OFFICE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — In his interview with 
Moshe Dayan (January 18), Mark 
Segal observes: "Dayan... made 
one feel that one of the most 
original minds in the country, one 
of our national resources was being 
wasted by not being used.”
